Dear Mr. Ellis: 

This letter confirms the agreement between your client, Juvon Searles, and the Office of the 
United States Attorney for the District of Columbia Qiereinafter also referred to as "the Government" 
or "this Office"), If your client accepts the terms and conditions of this offer, please have your cUent 
execute this document in the space provided below. Upon receipt of the executedl document, this 
letter will become the plea agreement. The terms of the offer are as follows: 

Juvon Searles Obligations. Acknowledgments and Waivers : 

1 . Your chent, Juvon Searleis, agrees to admit guilt and enter a plea of guilty to CouHt Two 
of the Indictment, which charges your client with Using, Carrying, or Possessing a Firearm 
During a Drug Trafficking Offense, in violation of Title 18, United States Code sections 924(c). 
Your client understands that pursuant to 1 8 U.S. C. section 924(c), the charge carries a penalty of a 
term of iipprisonment of not less than five years, nor more than life, to run consecutive with any 
other sentence, a fine of not more than $250,000, and a term of supervised release of not more than 
three years. In addition, your client agrees to pay a special assessment of $1 00 per felony conviction 
to the Clerk of the United States District Court for the District of Columbia prior to the date of 
sentencing. Your client also imderst^ds that pursuant to 1 8 U. S . C . Section 3571 and Section 5E 1 .2 
of the Sentencing Guidelines, the Court may also impose a fine that is sufficient to pay the federal 
goverrnncBt the costs of any irnprisohment, term of supervised release and period of probation. The 
govemmetit agrees to dismiss the remaining coimts of the indictment at sentencing. 

2. Your client and the Government agree that a sentence of 60 months is the appropriate 
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sentence of imprisonment for the offense(s) to which your client is pleading guilty. This agreement 
does not limit the fine or period of supervised release that the Court may impose in this case; the 
maximum fine and period of supervised release, which are subject to the statutory limitations, are 
detailed in paragraph (1) of this plea agreement . The Government also agrees, pursuant to Rule 
1 1(c)(1)(C) of the Federal Rules of Criminal Procedure^ to present this plea agreement between the 
parties to the Court for its approval. If the Court accepts the plea agreement and the specific 
sentence agreed upon by the parties, then the Court will embody in the judgment and sentence the 
disposition provided for in this plea agreement, pursuant to Rule 1 1(c)(4) of the Federal Rules of 
Criminal Procedure. The parties understand, however, that in light of other factors the Court may 
not agree that such a sentence is an appropriate one and may reject the plea agreement pursuant to 
Rule 11(c)(5) of the Federal Rules of Criminal Procedure. Your chent understands that if this 
happens, the Court, m accordance v^th the requirements of Rule 1 1 (o)(5), will inform the parties of 
its rejection of the plea agreement, and will afford your client an opportunity to withdraw the plea, 
or if your client persists in the guilty plea will inform your client that a final disposition may be less 
favorable to your client than that contemplated by this agreement, 

3. hi addition, your client agrees to waive your client's interest in and not to contest the 
administxative forfeiture of any contraband, money, and other property constituting, or derived from, 
proceeds ob tamed, directly or indirectly, as the result of illegal drug trafficking and/or property used 
or intended to be used to commit or to facilitate illegal dmg trafficking. This includes the Ruger 
fnearm and all drug evidence seized from your client. Your client agrees to promptly turn over to 
the Govemnxent or other law enforcement authorities or dirpct such law enforcement authorities to 
any and all evidence of crime, all contraband and proceeds of crime, and all assets traceable to such 
proceeds of crime. Your client acknowledges and agrees that the Government reserves its right to 
bring a civil action(s), if necessary, in anyjurisdiction for the forfeiture of aiiy of your chent's assets, 
real or personal, that are subject to forfeiture pursuant to any federal statute. 

4. Your client agrees not to object to the Government's recommendation to the Court at the 
time of the plea of guilty in this case that, pursuant to 18 U.S^C. § 3143, your client be detained 
without bond pending your client's sentencing in this case. 

5. hi entering this plea of guilty, your client understands and agrees to waive certain rights 
afforded to your client by the Constitution of the United States and/or by statute, including: the right 
against self-incrimination with respect to the offense(s) to which your client is pleading guilty; the 
right to an indictment; the right to be tried by a jury, or by a judge sitting without a jury; the right to 
be assisted by an attomey at trial; and the right to coirfront and cross-examine witnesses. Your chent 
fiirther agrees that the District Judge should make any Sentencing Guidelines determinations. 

6. Your chent understands, that consistent with paragraph (2) of this plea agreement, this 
Office reserves its fiill right of allocution for purposes of sentencing in this matter, in particular, the 
United States reserves its right to recommend a specific period of supervised release and fme up to 
the maximum allowable by law. In addition, if in this plea agreement the Government has agreed 
to recommend or refrain from recommending to the Court a particular resolution of any sentencing 
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is$ue, the Government reserves its right to Ml allocution in any post-sentence htigation in order to 
defend the Comt's ultimate decision on such issues. Your client further tmderstands that the 
Government retains its fiill right of allocution in connection with any post-sentence motion which 
may be filed in this matter and/or any proceeding(s) before the Bureau of Prisons. In addition, your 
client acknowledges that the Government is not obligated and does not intend to file any downward 
departure sentencing motion under Section 5K1.1 of the Sentencing Guidelines^ 18 U.S. C. Section 
3553(e), or any post-sentence downward departure motion in this case pursuant to Rule 35(b) of the 
Federal Rules of Criminal Procedure. 

7. Your client xinderstands and agrees that your client will not be allowed to move to 
withdrawthe guilty plea entered under this agreement solely because of the harshness of the sentence 
imposed. Such a motion to withdraw shall constitute a breach of this agreement. 

General Conditions 

8. ThiS: letter sets forth the entire understanding between the parties and constitutes the 
complete plea agreement between your cHent and the United States Attomey' s Office for the District 
of Columbia. This agreement supersedes all prior understandings, promises, agreerhents, or 
conditions, if any, between this Office and your client, 

9. This agreement only binds the United States Attomeys Office for the District of 
Columbia, It does not bind any other United States Attorney's Office or any other office or agency 
of the United States Government^ including, but not limited to, the Tax Division of the United States 
Department of justice, the Internal Revenue Service of the United States Department of the Treasury; 
or any state or local prosecutor. These individuals and agencies remain free to prosecute your cfient 
for any offense(s) committed within their respective jurisdictions. 

10. There are no other agreements, promises, understandings or undertakings between your 
client and this Office . Your chent understands and acknowledges that there can be no valid addition 
or alteration to this agreement unless the modification is made on the record in open Court or made 
in a writing signed by all of the parties.

The United States, by and through its attorney, the United States Attorney fer the District of 
Colmnbia, and ftie defendant hereby submit this Factual Proffer m Support of a Guilty Pleai

The defendant is charged in Count Two of the indictment with Using, Carrying, or 



Possessing a Firearm during and in relation to a drug trafficldng offense^ or in iurtherance of such crinae 
m vioMon of 18 U;S-C. § 924(c). The essential elements of the offense of Using, Carrying, or 
Possessing afireaim during and in relation to a drug trafficking offense, orin fiirthei^nce of such crime. 
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A. That the defeodant knowingly, used, carried or possessed a firearm; and 

B. Either that &e defendant earned or used the firearm during and in relation to, or that he 
possessed the firearm in furtherance of, the drug trafficking offense charged in Count One of the 
indictment. 

2. On June 8, 2005, wMIe MPD Office Bowyia: was traveling on 9^ Street NW, he saw the 
defendant walking down the street. The defendant was holding his neck withhis left hand and clutching 
M^iai appeami to be a dark-colored gun iu his waistband. Officer Bowyer saw the defeddantbleeding 
&pm his neck. Office Bowyer surmised that the defendant was on his way to Howard University 
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Hospital and decided to follow him. At the hospital, the defeadaat went into the parking lot and bead 
down toward a mimvan. Ilie defendant Ihen went inside Howard Univer^ly^H^ Officeisthen 

weof to the minivan and saw a Ruger semi-automatic fireami near the van's wheel This firearm 
contained blood. A sample of this blood was retrieved and maintained by the Metropolitan Police 
Department 

After being admitted to the hospital, a hospital enq)loyee foimd eighteen ziplodcs containing 
a white rack substance. The white lock substance was analyzed by the DEA Mid-Alantic Laboratory 
and that analysis revealed that the substance was 1 ,9 grams of cocaine base, 

4. This factual proffer is a suimnaiy of the defendant's actions, and is not intended to be 
a conrplete accounting of aU fects and events related to that offense or other offenses. The limited 
purpose of lias factual proffer is to demonstrate that a fectual basis esdsts to support flie defendant's 
gaiUy plea to the oflfense of Using, Carrying, or Possessing a firearm during and ia relation to a drug 
trafficking offense, or in fttrtherance of such aime.
